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THE DANVILLE RIOT. 


A Repetition ef Beenes and Incidents Previously 
Reported, 

Wasuinoton, February 15.—The investiga- 
tion of the Danville election riot was resumed 
this morning. The first witness was Edward 
M. Hatcher, white, who according to the tes- 
timony of Jack Redd yesterday, assau!ted the 
latter, and wished to shoot him, In reply to 
a series of questions by Senator Sherman, he 
told the story of the riot and usserted that he 
bad no fire arms on that day. He had never 
carried a pistol, had not carried any other 
weapon than a pocket knife for twenty years. 
He did not remember seeing Jack Redd. 
Didn’t think he struck anyone on that day. 
Did not see Redd struck. He might know 
Redd if he saw him, but did not recall him. 
Witness, in reply to Senator Vance, said he 
was not in the vicinity of the market (where 
the alleged assault on Redd occurred) on that 
day. Witness saw marks of bullets on several 
buildings im the rear of the white people, 
which bullets must have come from the crowd 
of colored people. 

J. C. Reagan, white, of Danville, described 
the riet, but his description varied but little 
from that already given. He had sent his 
wife and children out of town for safety. He 
was en the ground soon after the riot began, 
armed with a pistel, but declined to say 
whether he hed fired any shots. When he 
arrived only half a dozen whites were pres- 
ent, and 75 or 10@ angry colered men. The 
witness named Glass, colored, said he did not

equal to the surrendered national currency. 
Mr. Bayard and Mr. Jones, of Florida, 
spoke briefiy in opposition to Mr. Plumb’s 
views.

The first man toreceive relief, was 
dohn Eddy, of New Cumberland, who was 
picked up below Blackhorse. He had lost 
everything and was given flour, bedding, 
clothing and money. A special from Gal- 
lipolis, says: The relief steamers, Nora Belle 
aod Jina Montgomery returned from the trip 
down the river, last night. They report 
that the village of Athlia, O., is 
almost entirely swept away. At 
Millersport, Ohio, twenty or thirty houses 
are gone. At Proctorviile, Obio, water is in 
the second stories. At Cardia, West Virginia, 
$30,000 worth of lumber was lost. Supplies 
are greatly needed everywhere, The relief 
committee is using four small steameas to 
distribute supplies, which are coming in lib- 
erally.

A young man writes from Hart county to 
Tur ConstTiTUTION on a subject which is in- 
teresting enough toreceive a more extended 
consideration than could be accorded it in 
the department of questions and answers, 
where it properly belongs. Our young friend 
writes that he will shortly reach his majority, 
and, naturally enough, he is looking around 
for something to turn his handto. He is 
very modest in hisstatements. He says he 
has worked on a farm all his life, but has 
received such educational advantages as are 
offered in a neighborhood school. He be- 
lieves he has the basis ofa fair English edu- 
cation, and he knows that he ‘is willing to 
work hard in any direction where there isa 
fair show of success, He is rather tired of the 
farm, and wants to know if there is any open- 
ing in Atlanta fora young man who is not 
only willing to work, but determined to suc- 
ceed. 

Now, when a country Jad of more than 
average brightness asks us if there is any 
opening in Atlanta, or any chance of success, 
what are we tosay? Shall we close our eyes 
to the potency of circumstance and individu- 
ality and tel! him to remain on the farm, or 
shall we tell him that at every step and in all 
departments of life, in the city and in the 
country, a thousand opportunities await the 
right man? All things being equal, a country 
iad would study his comfort and his interest 
by remaining on the farm; but are all 
things equal, or will they ever 
be equal? Upon every side we 
see that country birth and breeding, the out- 
growth of which isa sturdy and manly sim- 
plicity, are the basis of the highest success in 
every profession and walk of life, The most 
suecessful men in Atlanta—in America— 
were once barefooted country boys. The 
rural—the pastoral—elemenis in our state 
and national life rules to an extent and with 
a purpose not dreamed of by the politicians, 

On the other band, we know thatin every 
town and city there are young men who find 
it impossible to get work, They find every 
position filled andevery avenue to success 
apparently barred. In search of work or em- 
ployment, they are subjected to 
all sorts of humiliations and at 
every turn they are compelled to 
swallow all pride and independence. Of a 
bundred who seek employment many, per- 
haps, will find if, but how far does employ- 
ment represent success? Of a thousand who 
find employment, one will reach what people 
call success. But there is this consolation: 
the conditions are no worse now than they 
were fifty years ago. While the thousand are 
plodding glong, keeping body and soul to- 
gether,- ght lad will make his appearance 
and ac plish the impossible. He will 
wring success from the most hopeless sur- 
roundings. How and why? Whoshall say? 

Suceess is in the man and not in his sur- 
roundings. .It is called by various names;

The southern towns 
that are now content to make sheetings will 
in due time be satisfied with nothing less 
than the fine goods that the Union speaks of. 
We are walking now, but twenty years from 
now our pace will be fast enough to encom- 
pass all kinds of goods that cotton can be 
turned into. 

The Union’s knowledge of the climate of 
Atlanta is very imperfect—so imperfect that 
we need not dwell on that point. We hazard 
nothing in asserting that there are fewer 
‘‘torrid’’ days in an Atlanta than in aSpring- 
field tactory.

THE SUBSEQUENT DEVELOPMENTS. 


When the opinion was announced, the at- 
tornevs of the road called on Governor Mc 
Daniel and asked him if he would not request 
the supreme court to deliver an opinion upon 
the differences that exist between the attor- 
ney-general and the railroad company as to 
the proper construction of the acts under 
which the purchase was made. The governor 
said he would let them know to-day whether 
or not he could make the request of the su- 
preme court. 

A slip of thepencil made a paragraph in 
yesterday’s statement of the case rather am- 
bizgnous. It was intended to say that the 
utiorney general was open to conviction, but 
it wasnot believed that the counsel of the 
road would be able to convince him that he 
was in error in the position taken in his first 
Opinion, 

The position assumed by Mr. Wm. M. Bax- 
fer, general solicitor of tae East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad company, and 
Judge Lochrane, who appeared with bim, 
was that the acts under which the 
Sale was authorized, having fixed the 
price at $1,125,000, that 
this was the sum at. which the purchaser's 
debtiwas fixed. The fact that the purchaser 
had the right to discharge this debt. either in 
recognized bonds of the state of Georgiaor 
in the registered bonds of the United Srates, 
only referred to the method of payment. 
The company’s position is that, in any event, 
they are bound to pay $1,125,000, together 
with five per cent interest on deferred pay 
menis,no matter whether paid in money or in 
recognized bends of the state 
of Georgia, or in registered 
bonds of the United States. The state agreed 
to take $1,125,000 and five per cent interest 
on deierred payments—no more, no less. 
Pbis amount the company agreed to give. If 
the company should pay in bonds either of 
the state of Georgia, or Uuited States (regis- 
tered) bonds, the payment must be in an 
amount which, at their market value, was 
the equivalent of $1,125,000, and interest on 
deferred payments, This is man- 
ifest, as they contend, by the fact 
that interest is to be calculated at five per 
cent on the deferred payments, to-wit, $875.- 
000, and noton the value of either state or 
United States bonds. If the five per cent of 
interest provided to be paid as an indulgence 
on deferred payments, was to be paid in 
United States registered bonds at fifteen or 
twenty per cent premium orin recognized 
state bonds at from four to twenty per cent 
premium, then the company would be com- 
pelled to pay, not five per cent interest 
on deferred payments but ata much greater 
rate. The company further insists that the 
contract was made in view of the undoubted 
and unquestioned right of the state or United 
States to change its securities, or to change 
their form or denomination, Neither theacts 
under which sale was authorized nor the 
deeds of conveyance require the payments to 
be discharged in any particular class or de- 
nomination of bonds. The only requirement 
is that they shall be in recognized 
bonds of he state of Georgia, or 
in registered bonds of the United States, If 
the payment is to be in bonds of the state of 
Georgia, recognized to be valid at the time 
the payments fall due, then a payment in 
bonds of the United States which 
are registered at the time the pay- 
fall due is a legal tender, proyided al- 
1 -h bonds are the equivalent, at their 
market value, of the amount of money that 
may be due, or fixed by the acts 
authorizing the sale, and the deed 
of conveyance, which isthe contract between 
the parties. The United States registered 
tendered in payment are 
the full equivalent of the last. pay- 
ment, as they are, in the market, above par. 
Under the acts, as construed by the attorney 
general,if the recognized bonds of the state 
were below par, or if the registered bonds of 
the United’ States were below par, then the 
state would be compelled to receive, in dis- 
charge of the purchase price, & 
sum less than $1,125,000 and 
five per cent -on deferred payments; 
whereas, under the company’s construction 
the purchaser must pay $1,125,000, together 
with five percent interest op deferred pay- 
ments, whether the same is paid in money, 
in recognized state bonds or in United States 
registered bonds. 

This, in short, is an outline of the positions 
assumed by the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad, without citing the authori- 
ties relied upon by them, or elaborating the 
arguments made in its behalf.
